WEATHER  THREATENS 

Drought  again  plagued  southwestern  United  States  in  1972. 
Precipitation  was  the  lowest  on  record  for  January  into  May.  During 
this  critical  period  a  careless  person  started  the  "Battle"  fire  on 
the  Prescott  National  Forest,  Arizona,  an  area  which  had  been  closed 
due  to  extreme  fire  danger.  It  spread  out  of  control  for  seven  days, 
threatening  the  town  of  Prescott  and  destroying  28,000  acres  of 
watershed  and  timberland. 

LARGE  FIRES  TAKE  THEIR  TOLL 

Later  in  the  summer  two  fires  in  California  severely  endangered 
human  lives  and  homes,  besides  damaging  watershed  and  other  valuable 
resources.  Sadly,  six  firefighters  lost  their  lives  in  a  helicopter 
accident  on  one  of  these  conflagrations,  the  "Bear"  fire,  Los  Padres 
National  Forest,  California.  All  told,  only  three  fires  accounted 
for  42  percent  of  all  acres  burned  in  1972. 

RESULTS 

Man-caused  fires  increased  15  percent  over  previous  years.  How¬ 
ever,  14,154  fires  burned  only  116,703  acres.  Aggressive  prevention 
measures  followed  by  hard-hitting  attack  forces  reduced  the  potential 
for  major  conflagrations  on  National  Forests. 
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Success  of  this  effort  is  borne  out  by  the  record.  Only  4 %  of  the 
fires  escaped  initial  attack.  An  example  of  payoff  from  readiness  and 
mobility  occurred  during  a  5-day  period  in  Southwest  Idaho,  when  lightning 
ignited  250  fires  in  hazardous  fuels.  Only  one  of  the  fires  reached  large 


size.  The  rest  were  contained  at  less  than  10  acres.

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ACHIEVEMENT 


The  "Akens"  fire  started  in  Big  Tujunga  Canyon,  California.  The  fire 
burned  rapidly  up  the  steep  mountainside  and  escaped  initial  attack.  The 
Fire  Boss  moved  all  of  his  crews  and  equipment  to  the  fuelbreak  on  the 
ridge  above  the  fire.  Utilizing  the  breaks,  he  directed  a  coordinated 
attack  of  ground  crews,  airtankers,  and  helicopters  to  successfully  control 
the  fire  at  740  acres.  Such  accomplishment  strengthens  the  need  to  lower 
the  flammability  of  all  forest  lands. 
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Movement  of  fire  resources  to  the  "Bear"  fire  in  California  is  an 


example  of  total  mobility.  Needs  for  7  airtankers,  5  large  helicopters, 


47  organized  firefighter  crews,  an  infrared  mapping  unit,  6  communication 


systems,  and  other  specialized  equipment  were  coordinated  and  supplied  to 


the  fire  through  Boise  Interagency  Fire  Center,  Boise,  Idaho. 
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AIR  ATTACK 


Forest  Service  smokejumpers  made  2,827  jumps  on  725  fires.  Helitack 
crewmen  assaulted  3,564  fires.  Large  helicopters  were  especially  effective 
in  delivering  firefighters,  retardant,  and  equipment.  Helicopters  operated 
19,113  hours  on  fire  control  activities;  fixed-wing  aircraft  flew  a  total  of 
66,039  hours.  Airborne  units  with  infrared  equipment  provided  accurate  fire 
location  maps  for  numerous  large  fires. 
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ATTAINMENT 

In  1972,  96  percent  of  all  fires  were  controlled  at  10  acres  or  less  in 
size  on  the  210  million  acres  of  Forest  Service  protected  lands.  Less  than 
one  percent  were  large  fires  burning  over  300  acres.  These  accounted  for 
approximately  75  percent  of  the  burned  acreage.  Forest  fires  burned  0.6 
acres  for  each  1,000  acres  protected.
